BERLIN, April 7 (Night)—An American member of a high 


Rhineland commission has informed the German government that 
the U. S. does not share the French viewpoint in the situation 
«aitMd by the military occupation of the Ruhr district, it was 
announced here today. 


German opposition to the Foch movment is stiffening. 
The 


government has appealed to the Inter-Allied Commission for 
their rights under the agreement of last August under which 
Germany was to be permitted to maintain twenty battalions in 
the Rhine district until April 10th. The goernment also urged 
the necessity of continuing the right given in August until at 
least July 10th, by which time the situation could be entirely 
under control or the Allies couid decide on a method of handling 
it. 


PARIS, April 8—Ten Germans were killed and about thirty 


wounded in a dash between French Sengalese soldiers and a Ger- 
man mob in Frankfurt, it was announced today.

degree, have included the 
United 


States, but the President has not yet 
replied to the French invitation, ten- 
ileied him through Ambassador Jus- 
serand, for an expiession of opinion 
ftom him on the entire situation. The 
American attitude is, in a general 
way, already known to the allies, but 
with a direct invitation in hand, the' 
President, it is believed, may feel it' 
necessary to express his lesentmcnt! 
at the action of the French.

This big falling off is accounted 
for in part by the removal of the wheat guarantee and the natural 
mluckenin up in production Miice the ending of the war.

This, activity and onslaught on the 


worthless dogs of the county ia due 
to the discovery of real teeth in the 
Pennsylvania "dog law". 
Heretofore 


it was generally understood that the 
law .simply provided for the licens- 
ing of all dogs and if this was nut 
done the owner thereof allowed his 
dog to run untagged and take his 
chances. If the constable of the dis- 
trict got busy and shot the unlicensed 
dog that was the dog's fault and 
"there's that." 


This plan didn't work very satis- 


factorily and the State Agricultural 
Department and 
Game Commission 


sat rjght up on their several hind 
egs and howled long and raucously 
thereat They started right after the 
County Commissioners of the differ- 
ent counties and asked these county 
officials to line up the constables of 
heir respective counties and point out 
to them the real provisions of the 
dog law and insist upon its enfoice- 
ment under penalty of prosecution 
under the law. 


This was done and the constables 


were asked to particularly note the 
following extract from the law and 
act accordingly: 


"Any person violating or failing or 


refusing to comply with any of the 
provisions of this act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conyic- 
;ion shall be sentenced to pay a fine 
not exceeding $100.00 or to undergo 
an imprisonment not exceeding three 
months at the 
discretion 
of 
the 


Court." 


Under this plan the Constable is 


now empowered to shoot all unlicens- 
ed dogs and in every case immediate- 
ly bring suit against the dog owner 
for the penalty imposed by the law. 


Constable N. C. Neeley, of the Sec- 


ond Ward DuBois, is the first officer 
to act upon the new 
instructions. 


He made a comprehensive cleanup 
of his bailiwick and in addition to 
cleaning out the excess supply of 
doga made information before Jus- 
tice of the Peace Neff against forty 
of tho dog owners. 


Constable J. S." Michaels, of 
Ma- 


haffcy, was the first constable of the 
county to report every dog in his dis- 
trict as a taxed and law-abiding citi- 
?en. 
Constable Michaels' experience 


is an evidence of how the dog tax 
law is generally respected in the 
different districts. 
When he visited 


the County Treasurer's office, March 
15th to get a lust of the Mahaffey 
dogs for which licenses were 
paid, 


he found that only about one-half 
the story had been told. He was 
given a book of license blanks and 
started for home to begin his cru- 
sade. 
Yesterday morning he re- 


ported to County Treasurer 
Rum- 


berger and turned over to that gen- 
tleman a list of forty-one dog own- 
ers who thought 
enough of their 


carune properly to invest a dollar or 
two dollars on their several leases on 
life. 
In addition to this number 


several others had been put out of 
business and the sheep 
and game 


along Chest creek aro gamboling 
about the green with a much greatei 
degree of safety therefoi. 


All the Constable? of the countj 


are expected to be as zealous as Mi- 
Michaels and Mr Neeley in their en-

Meawtiiie Patrons of Phone 
Companies Will Be Required 


To Pay Increased Rates 


REFUND IF RAISE IS EXCESSIVE 


Membeis of the Pennsylvania Pub- 


lic Service Comnmion will probably 
commence hearings in the complaints 
of various organisations of Philadel- 
phia businessmen and others against 
the new rates of the Bell Telephone 
Company in the third or fourth week 
of April, and the hearings may run 
into May and possibly June. The 
Commission being without authority 
to suspend the rates of the company 
until objections are 
sustained, will 


not take any steps against collection 
of the advance in rates after the 
days fixed for them to become effec- 
tive any more than it has done where 
a street lailway collected a six-cent 
fare pending decision on complaints 
filed against any 
advance 
over a 


nickel. 


This was decided la t <Jv«aui»g: by 


the Commission after a prolonged 
discussion of the complaints, protests 
dnd letters which 
have been filed 


against tho company and the letters 
which have come in support of the 
advance as reasonable at this time. 
Chan-man W. D. B. Ainey was dele- 
gated to make a statement on behalf 
of the Commission in which its pow- 
ers and intentions in the litigation 
were set forth. 


Thq btaetment of Mr. Ainey fol- 


lows: 


"In view of the number of letters 


received by the Commits ion many of 
which evidence a misunderstanding 
of the Public Service Company Law, 
my colleagues think it expedient, in 
the public interest, that a statement 
be made with respect to the Bell tele- 
phone rate question The Public Ser- 
vice Commission has no authority un- 
der law to suspend the rental rates 
which have been filed by that com- 
pany to go into effect May 1, or the 
toll rates, effective April 21. This Js 
in consonance with an opinion declar- 
ed by the attorney general. 


"Tho authority and duty of 
the 


Commission to investigate rates ifiled 
by public service companies begins ' 
with the presentation of complaints , 
which must be sworn to. This is 
also in accoidancd with the provis- 
ions of the law. In order that the 
public may be fully 
advised, it is ' 


proper to stale that a thirty-day per-

Company Law gives the Commission 
authority to order

the Commission may ultimately find 
are the just and reasonable ones to 
be charged. I 


"tinder tha Pennsylvania act the 


Commission does not pass upon /rates 
of utility companies when filed. They 
automatically go into effect thirty 
days after filing, without any action 
on the part of the Commission, and 
the right and duty to inquire into and 
adjudicate these rates arises when 
and if complaints arc filed. Catling 
attention to the fact that there are 
fiom twenty to twenty-five thousand 
tariffs filed each year, it will be read- 
ily appreciated that the commission 
would not be able to make a determin- 
ate n as to the reasonableness of those 
against which 
no complaints are 


flled."

On the tenth day ot July, 1918, the 


bolshevik government adopted a con- 
stitution. They named the new nation 
the "Russian Socialist Federal Soviet 
Republic." 
They hung out a flug, a 


red elotli, In the left corner of which 
(on top, near the pole) are In golden 
letters "It. S. F. S. R." The coat of 
m-ius of the new Russian ^government 
consists of a scarlet background on 
which a golden scythe and a hammer 
are placed (crosswise, handles down- 
ward) In sun rays and surrounded by 
a wreath, Inscribed: "Russian Social- 
ist Federal Soviet Republic. Workers 
of the World, Unite."

emulation. 
It must be solid and 


rong If liberty Is to be secure. The 
hole superstructure depends upon 
ie foundation. 
Government Is a 


ouse nuide of laws. Tou cannot have 
race, freedom and order without law.

liad nn equal right to determine the 
kind of government that should pre- 
vail in his land. The bolshevik gov- 
ernment started off by denying the 
prople the right to a say in the form 
of government of their country. 
A 


minority, without consulting the people, 
ivithout giving them a chance to ex- 
press their views, forced upon the 
people n constitution. So the bolshe- 
vik government was built on the false 
foundation of minority rule. The prin- 
ciple that all governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of the 
governed was sent to the scrap heap. 


Government by Soviets. 


The Russian constitution provides, 


for a government of Soviets. The word 
soviet means council. The soviet is 
a body of political officeholders who 
run the government. In our country,' 
instead of calling these bodies Soviets,- 
wo call them township commissioners, 
village 
trustees, 
city 
councils 
or 


boards of aldermen, state legislatures,, 
congress. Under the bolshevik consti- 
tution all power is given to the So- 
viets. This is and has been the rally- 
Ing cry of the members of the Soviets. 
The Soviets have the power to make 
aws as well as the power to enforce 
obedience to the laws. The legislative 
aud executive power Is combined in 
the soviet. 
e 


The bolshevik constitution divides 


Russia into regions, provinces, coun- 
ties, towns, villages, rural districts 
and local rural districts. For the sake 
Of comparison we can liken Russia 
to the United States, a province in 
Russia to a state in our Union, and so 
on down through the list. We have no 
political division corresponding to the 
Russian region, a vmlt larger than au 
American.

Down 
at the bottom of government the 
farmer, the "poor peasant," Is given 
the right to vote for delegates to the 
local rural so\ let. This little body has 
about the same power In shaping the 
policy of Russia and making the laws 
that affect life, liberty and property 
as the township commissioners have 
In the United States. Their authority 
Is confined to purely local matter*. 
When the "poor peasant" has cast this 
one lonesome and meaningless vote 
for a representative in the local rural 
soviet he Is through so far as any di- 
rect say in who shall govern him, anil 
how. 


Governed by Officeholders. 


The "poor peasant," having cast his 


vote for the local rural soviet, leaves 
the task of government to the office- 
holders. The deputies elected to the 
total rural soviet meet and elect the 
deputies to the next higher governing 


i unit, the rural soviet. Here we/find 


the first governing body for whichl the 
"poor peasant'' is denied a votej but 
not the last. 


The next unit of government in Rus- 


sia is the county. The people do not 
have a. \ote for the delegates to the 
county Soviets. These county conmus 
glonere are elected by the members ol 
the city and village Soviets aud tin 
members of the rural Soviets. Her. 
•we have government one step removci 
from the people of the titles and t\%< 
steps remined from the "poor pens 
ants." 


The provincial Soviets are electe 


by the cay so.lets ind the rural so 


rlets. Again tfis people are 
direct voice in their own government. 


The constitution says: "The Ail- 


Russian 
congress 
Is the 
supreme 


power." This body in the government 
of Russia takes the place of our con- 
gress, our president and the cabinet. 
It has the supreme legislative and ex- 
ecutive power. Do the people have a 
vote for these all-powerful congress- 
men? Certainly not. The All-Russian 
congressmen are elected by the city 
Soviets and by the Soviets of the prov- 
inces, who were elected by the city 
and rural Soviets, the rural Soviets 
having been elected by the local rural 
Soviets, whose members were elected 
bj the people. 


Congress Not Governing Body. 


The All-Russian congress is a very 


large body. The iirst congress met In 
1917. 
It numbered about 1,200 dele- 


gates. 
The eighth congress Is now 


' (January, 1920) In session and the 
present membership has grown to over 
two thousand. It is a big, cumbersome 
body, unfit for deliberative purposes. 
It is more of a mass meeting, a plat- 
form for the relief of those who have 
speeches burdening their chests. The 
congress never sits for more than a 
week. It was never Intended to be an 
organ of government. The constitu- 
tion tells the story. 


Section 28 reads: The All-Russian 


congress shall elect a central execu- 
tive committee of not more than 200 
members." This takes the government 
another step from the people.. 


Section 30 says: "When the All-Rus- 


sian congress is not in ses&sion, the 
central executive committee Is the su- 
preme power of the republic." But we 
have not reached the end of the Jour- 
ney from the people to the seat of 
power. 


Section 35 reads: "The central ex- 


ecutive committee shall select a coun- 
cil 
of 
people's 
commissars 
who || 


shall manage the affairs of the Rus- 
sian Socialist Federal Soviet Repub- 
lic." 


But let us rend on: 
Section 3": "The council of people's 


commissars is Intrusted with the gen- 
eral management of the affairs of the 
republic." 


Section 38: "For the accomplish- 


ment of this task the people's com- 
missars shall Issue decrees, resolu- 
tions, orders, and in general take all 
steps necessary for the proper and 
• 


rapid conduct of government affairs." 
i 


Section 40: "The central executive 


committee has the right to revoke or ' 
suspend all orders and resolutions of : 
the council of people's commissars." 
, 


But a "note" to this section of the | 


constitution reads: "Measures requlr- j 
lug Immediate action may be enacled 
directly by the council of people's 
commissars." 


Without Voiae In Government. 
II 


The council of people's commissars 


if 17 in number. The people hud no 
voice In selecting the people's com- 
missars; they were not given a choice 
in picking i he central executive com- 
mittee; they were not allowed to vote 
tor the All-Russian congressmen; In 
tlie rural districts the "poor peasants" 
v. ere not even allowed to vote for the 
men who selected the men who in turn 
selected the congressmen. 


At the head of the "Sacred Seven- 


teen" Is the chief of state, Lenine. At 
his right hand sits Trotzky, commissar 
of force In charge ot tl e army and 
navy. When I think of the part the 
people play In tills newest form of 
"free" government and the distance 
they are kept from their country's 
affairs, I cannot help but see them 
through this constitution as though I 
were looking at them through the 
wrong end of a pair of opera glasses. 


Truly it Is a long way from the 1 


people to the throne of Lenine. The I 
people make only the first and short- | 
est step. 'There are five long and 1m- I 
liortant steps between the "poor peas- 
ants" and the power, and three be- 
tween the city voters and the real gov- 
ernment of Russia. 


The bolshevik government Is a gov- 


ernment of officeholders, for officehotd- 
ers aud by officeholders. 
It is Lln- 


oln's formula reversed. I have heard 


said that democratic government is 
failure because political officeholders 
o not truly represent the people, 
here is some truth In the statement, 
ut the people have a remedy; the 
ystem is not at fault. I cannot UB- 
erstand the logic for the faith that a 
overnment which provides three or 
ve additional sets of officeholders be- 
ween the popple and the government 
vill make things better. 


Title Conveys Much Meaninj. 


The title people's commissar Is full 
£ meaning. It is obese with power. I 
L'he title is copyrighted In the con- 
stitution. 


In 
December, 1913, Lenine 
ad- 


dressed a letter to the American work- 
ngmen in which he said: 


•Let incurable pedants, crammed 


full of bourgeois democratic and par- 
iamentnry 
prejudices, shake their 


leads gravely over our soviet; let 
them deplore the fact that we have no 
direct elections." 


I suggest that Lonine put the soviet 


plan before organized labor in the 
United States and ask the union cavil 
carriers of Amcrka to give up direct 
elections in their labor unions and ac- 
cept a scheme of government for their 
unions modeled after the nolshev'K 
plan, and see how many followers he 
will get. The rank and nie of the labor 
movement guard jealously their n^ht 
to a voice and vote for measures aiid 
men. 


Lenine is a marter machinist. If he 


can prove that he designed ar.il built 
the soviet steam roller I km/\v wheie 
he can get a Jub vvheu he qjits Jlos- 
cow.

dog to run untagged and take his 
chances. If the constable of the dis- 
trict got busy and shot the unlicensed 
dog that was the dog's fault and 
"there's that." 


This plan didn't work very satis- 


factorily and the State Agricultural 
Department and 
Game Commission 


sat rjght up on their several hind 
egs and howled long and raucously 
thereat They started right after the 
County Commissioners of the differ- 
ent counties and asked these county 
officials to line up the constables of 
heir respective counties and point out 
to them the real provisions of the 
dog law and insist upon its enfoice- 
ment under penalty of prosecution 
under the law. 


This was done and the constables 


were asked to particularly note the 
following extract from the law and 
act accordingly: 


"Any person violating or failing or 


refusing to comply with any of the 
provisions of this act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conyic- 
;ion shall be sentenced to pay a fine 
not exceeding $100.00 or to undergo 
an imprisonment not exceeding three 
months at the 
discretion 
of

Court." 


Under this plan the Constable is 


now empowered to shoot all unlicens- 
ed dogs and in every case immediate- 
ly bring suit against the dog owner 
for the penalty imposed by the law. 


Constable N. C. Neeley, of the Sec- 


ond Ward DuBois, is the first officer 
to act upon the new 
instructions. 


He made a comprehensive cleanup 
of his bailiwick and in addition to 
cleaning out the excess supply of 
doga made information before Jus- 
tice of the Peace Neff against forty 
of tho dog owners. 


Constable J. S." Michaels, of 
Ma- 


haffcy, was the first constable of the 
county to report every dog in his dis- 
trict as a taxed and law-abiding citi- 
?en. 
Constable Michaels' experience 


is an evidence of how the dog tax 
law is generally respected in the 
different districts. 
When he visited 


the County Treasurer's office, March 
15th to get a lust of the Mahaffey

He was 
given a book of license blanks and 
started for home to begin his cru- 
sade.

Membeis of the Pennsylvania Pub- 


lic Service Comnmion will probably 
commence hearings in the complaints 
of various organisations of Philadel- 
phia businessmen and others against 
the new rates of the Bell Telephone 
Company in the third or fourth week 
of April, and the hearings may run 
into May and possibly June.

BOLSHEVISM BUILT ON SAND 


Movement I* Not Ba«ed on Equality, 


and Without Equality There Can 


Be 
No 
Freedom—Right of 


Might Unstable. 


Article XX.

On the tenth day ot July, 1918, the 


bolshevik government adopted a con- 
stitution. They named the new nation 
the "Russian Socialist Federal Soviet 
Republic." 
They hung out a flug, a 


red elotli, In the left corner of which 
(on top, near the pole) are In golden 
letters "It. S. F. S. R." The coat of 
m-ius of the new Russian ^government 
consists of a scarlet background on 
which a golden scythe and a hammer 
are placed (crosswise, handles down- 
ward) In sun rays and surrounded by 
a wreath, Inscribed: "Russian Social- 
ist Federal Soviet Republic. Workers 
of the World, Unite." 


The constitution of n country Is Its 


emulation. 
It must be solid and 


rong If liberty Is to be secure. The 
hole superstructure depends upon 
ie foundation. 
Government Is a 


ouse nuide of laws. Tou cannot have 
race, freedom and order without law. 
Che people who live In the house, the 
real national family, have a vital In- 
ercst In the house In which they live. 
t is their shelter, their security. It Is 
he right of every free man to hETfl 
a say in the kind of house he Is to 
he in, a voice in the making of the

Without equality

Every Russian 


liad nn equal right to determine the 
kind of government that should pre- 
vail in his land. The bolshevik gov- 
ernment started off by denying the 
prople the right to a say in the form 
of government of their country. 
A 


minority, without consulting the people, 
ivithout giving them a chance to ex- 
press their views, forced upon the 
people n constitution. So the bolshe- 
vik government was built on the false 
foundation of minority rule. The prin- 
ciple that all governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of the 
governed was sent to the scrap heap. 


Government by Soviets. 


The Russian constitution provides, 


for a government of Soviets. The word 
soviet means council. The soviet is 
a body of political officeholders who 
run the government. In our country,' 
instead of calling these bodies Soviets,- 
wo call them township commissioners, 
village 
trustees, 
city 
councils 
or 


boards of aldermen, state legislatures,, 
congress. Under the bolshevik consti- 
tution all power is given to the So- 
viets. This is and has been the rally- 
Ing cry of the members of the Soviets. 
The Soviets have the power to make 
aws as well as the power to enforce 
obedience to the laws. The legislative 
aud executive power Is combined in 
the soviet. 
e 


The bolshevik constitution divides 


Russia into regions, provinces, coun- 
ties, towns, villages, rural districts 
and local rural districts. For the sake 
Of comparison we can liken Russia 
to the United States, a province in 
Russia to a state in our Union, and so 
on down through the list. We have no 
political division corresponding to the 
Russian region, a vmlt larger than au 
American. 
^, 
citizen's liberty is 


.isured by the voice he Is given In 


Selecting the men who are to make 
the laws he must obey. The constitu- 
tion fixes his freedom. 
It says how 


far he may go and no farther. 


We have heard much about the 


"poor 
peasants." 
The 
constitution 


makes them paupers in liberty. Down 
at the bottom of government the 
farmer, the "poor peasant," Is given 
the right to vote for delegates to the 
local rural so\ let. This little body has 
about the same power In shaping the 
policy of Russia and making the laws 
that affect life, liberty and property 
as the township commissioners have 
In the United States. Their authority 
Is confined to purely local matter*. 
When the "poor peasant" has cast this 
one lonesome and meaningless vote 
for a representative in the local rural 
soviet he Is through so far as any di- 
rect say in who shall govern him, anil 
how. 


Governed by Officeholders. 


The "poor peasant," having cast his 


vote for the local rural soviet, leaves 
the task of government to the office- 
holders. The deputies elected to the 
total rural soviet meet and elect the 
deputies to the next higher governing 


i unit, the rural soviet. Here we/find 


the first governing body for whichl the 
"poor peasant'' is denied a votej but 
not the last. 


The next unit of government in Rus- 


sia is the county. The people do not 
have a. \ote for the delegates to the 
county Soviets. These county conmus 
glonere are elected by the members ol 
the city and village Soviets aud tin 
members of the rural Soviets. Her. 
•we have government one step removci 
from the people of the titles and t\%< 
steps remined from the "poor pens 
ants." 


The provincial Soviets are electe 


by the cay so.lets ind the rural so 


rlets. Again tfis people are 
direct voice in their own government. 


The constitution says: "The Ail- 


Russian 
congress 
Is the 
supreme 


power." This body in the government 
of Russia takes the place of our con- 
gress, our president and the cabinet. 
It has the supreme legislative and ex- 
ecutive power. Do the people have a 
vote for these all-powerful congress- 
men? Certainly not. The All-Russian 
congressmen are elected by the city 
Soviets and by the Soviets of the prov- 
inces, who were elected by the city 
and rural Soviets, the rural Soviets 
having been elected by the local rural 
Soviets, whose members were elected 
bj the people. 


Congress Not Governing Body. 


The All-Russian congress is a very 


large body. The iirst congress met In 
1917. 
It numbered about 1,200 dele- 


gates. 
The eighth congress Is now 


' (January, 1920) In session and the 
present membership has grown to over 
two thousand. It is a big, cumbersome 
body, unfit for deliberative purposes. 
It is more of a mass meeting, a plat- 
form for the relief of those who have 
speeches burdening their chests. The 
congress never sits for more than a 
week. It was never Intended to be an 
organ of government. The constitu- 
tion tells the story. 


Section 28 reads: The All-Russian 


congress shall elect a central execu- 
tive committee of not more than 200 
members." This takes the government 
another step from the people.. 


Section 30 says: "When the All-Rus- 


sian congress is not in ses&sion, the 
central executive committee Is the su- 
preme power of the republic." But we 
have not reached the end of the Jour- 
ney from the people to the seat of 
power. 


Section 35 reads: "The central ex- 


ecutive committee shall select a coun- 
cil 
of 
people's 
commissars 
who || 


shall manage the affairs of the Rus- 
sian Socialist Federal Soviet Repub- 
lic." 


But let us rend on: 
Section 3": "The council of people's 


commissars is Intrusted with the gen- 
eral management of the affairs of the 
republic." 


Section 38: "For the accomplish- 


ment of this task the people's com- 
missars shall Issue decrees, resolu- 
tions, orders, and in general take all 
steps necessary for the proper and 
• 


rapid conduct of government affairs." 
i 


Section 40: "The central executive 


committee has the right to revoke or ' 
suspend all orders and resolutions of : 
the council of people's commissars." 
, 


But a "note" to this section of the | 


constitution reads: "Measures requlr- j 
lug Immediate action may be enacled 
directly by the council of people's 
commissars." 


Without Voiae In Government. 
II 


The council of people's commissars 


if 17 in number. The people hud no 
voice In selecting the people's com- 
missars; they were not given a choice 
in picking i he central executive com- 
mittee; they were not allowed to vote 
tor the All-Russian congressmen; In 
tlie rural districts the "poor peasants" 
v. ere not even allowed to vote for the 
men who selected the men who in turn 
selected the congressmen. 


At the head of the "Sacred Seven- 


teen" Is the chief of state, Lenine. At 
his right hand sits Trotzky, commissar 
of force In charge ot tl e army and 
navy. When I think of the part the 
people play In tills newest form of 
"free" government and the distance 
they are kept from their country's 
affairs, I cannot help but see them 
through this constitution as though I 
were looking at them through the 
wrong end of a pair of opera glasses. 


Truly it Is a long way from the 1 


people to the throne of Lenine. The I 
people make only the first and short- | 
est step. 'There are five long and 1m- I 
liortant steps between the "poor peas- 
ants" and the power, and three be- 
tween the city voters and the real gov- 
ernment of Russia. 


The bolshevik government Is a gov- 


ernment of officeholders, for officehotd- 
ers aud by officeholders. 
It is Lln- 


oln's formula reversed. I have heard 


said that democratic government is 
failure because political officeholders 
o not truly represent the people, 
here is some truth In the statement, 
ut the people have a remedy; the 
ystem is not at fault. I cannot UB- 
erstand the logic for the faith that a 
overnment which provides three or 
ve additional sets of officeholders be- 
ween the popple and the government 
vill make things better. 


Title Conveys Much Meaninj. 


The title people's commissar Is full 
£ meaning. It is obese with power. I 
L'he title is copyrighted In the con- 
stitution. 


In 
December, 1913, Lenine 
ad- 


dressed a letter to the American work- 
ngmen in which he said: 


•Let incurable pedants, crammed 


full of bourgeois democratic and par- 
iamentnry 
prejudices, shake their 


leads gravely over our soviet; let 
them deplore the fact that we have no 
direct elections." 


I suggest that Lonine put the soviet 


plan before organized labor in the 
United States and ask the union cavil 
carriers of Amcrka to give up direct 
elections in their labor unions and ac- 
cept a scheme of government for their 
unions modeled after the nolshev'K 
plan, and see how many followers he 
will get. The rank and nie of the labor 
movement guard jealously their n^ht 
to a voice and vote for measures aiid 
men. 


Lenine is a marter machinist. If he 


can prove that he designed ar.il built 
the soviet steam roller I km/\v wheie 
he can get a Jub vvheu he qjits Jlos- 
cow.
